General Buller thinks they are about 
to raise the siege at Ladysm ith and this 
is the good news promised Tuesday. 
General Clem ents reports that the 
force confronting him has been greatly 
diminished. 
T w enty thousand men are 
estim ated to have gone from the Coles- 
berg district alone. 
The Boers are also 
retracing their steps from Zululand. 
I Thus they ar® relaxing their hold upon 
all sides in order to assem ble to oppose 
Lord Roberts who is pressing on steadily 
toward Bloemfontein. 
This is shown 
In his telegram from Paardenbarg, 50 
or 60 m iles away. Bournless he is m iles 
behind the colum n that is pursuing the 
Boers and the next im portant event 
may be the occupation of Bloem fontein. 
N othing has been heard of the chase 
of Cronie for tw o days. 
Although the 
last words of the war office, that there 
was no news for publication, there is a 
strong disposition to believs that favor­ 
able inform ation has been received but 
is being withheld until the operations 
culm inate in som ething more conclu­ 
sive.
